State Upholds Lee 


Co. Circuit Court 


Sustains Decision in Con- 


struing Will of John 


L. Geiger 


The Illinois Supreme court, in a 


decision handed down this week, 
upheld a ~iee county Circuit court 
decision oy Judge George C. Dixon 
on the construction of the will xof 
John L. Gtiger, Nelson township, 
who died Aug. 31, 1908, holding 
that portions of the estate in 
which two children, Nellie Gier 
and Thomas L. Geiger, hold life 
estates, should descend to their 
heirs. 


In addition to xipholding Judge 


Dixon's 
decision, the 
Supreme 


court also upheld a claim by Mrs. 
Nettie Geiger, estranged wife of 
Thomas L., that she is entitled to 
a share of his part of the estate if 
she survives him. The high court 
directed that upon the death of 
Thomas, the share of the estate in 
which he holds a 
life 
interest 


should be distributed a^ real es- 
tate, instead of personal property. 
The estate includes 160 acres of 
Nelson township land. 


Ruling Limit Wife 


The effect of this ruling, as the 


law now stands, is to limit her to 
a half interest in his share of the 
estate, if she survives him. 


John L. Geiger gave each of his 


three children, Nellie Geer, Thomas 
L. and Walter W. Geiger, life use 
of the real estate, 
and 
created 


"spendthrift" trusts limiting the 
interest of each to income from 
the real estate during their respec- 
tive lives. It provided that upon the 
death of each, their interest should 
descend under the law of descent 
then in force in Illinois. 


The decision is the third the 


Supreme court has returned in the 
case since it first 
entered 
the 


courts shortly after 
the 
elder 


Geiger's death in 1908. It reversed 
a finding entered Dec. 21. 1910, on 
Oct. 26, 1912, when it held that the 
jury finding that Geiger was of 
unsound mind was 
"manifestly 


against the weight of the evi- 
dence."

in popular votes, however, the 
MRP was leading the communists, 
3,839,835 to 3.736.077. 


Reds Have Majority 


The communists have'based their 


bid to name the premier on their 
victory in the Nov. 10 election, 
when they won j.SO of the 618 
seats in the national assembly, the 
lower house of parliament, to the 
MRP's 162 and the socialists' 101. 


Electoral colleges will meet in 


France's Cantons Dec. 8 to choose 
200 of the 315 deputies in the 
council of the republic. The par- 
ties will be allotted 50 more seats 
on the basis of their assembly 
strength, and voters in overseas 
territories will choose another 65 
Dec. 15. 


The council, weak in legislative 


strength comparison to the assem- 
bly, will meet with the lower house 
to elect a president of OIP repub- 
lic. 


The incumbent president. MRP 


leader Georges Bidault, and his 
cabinet will submit their resigna- 
tions to the assembly Thursday.

A strike of union teachers closed 
St. Paul's public schools today, a 
few hours after an eleventh hour 
offer of higher salaries had avert- 
ed a similar walkout in Minneapo- 
lis.

high schools where about 35,000 
pupils attend.

Because of the pressure of 
engagements this week, he decided 
it was best to make the trip Sun- 
day, rather than wait for the 
birthday.

working Progressive Miners claim 
membership of about 18,000. 


The break in the mine work 


stoppage which held out the most 
immediate promise of relief came 
in the decision of the Progres- 
sive local at Gillespie, HI., yester- 
day to return to work today. Aft- 
er hearing John Marchiando, pres- 
ident of the Progressive Mine 
Workers, declare in the meeting 
that the United Mine Workers' 
union "is striking when it should 
be negom.ting," 
the 
members 


voted 208 to 52 to return to their 
Jobs. 


Marchiando, a leader in the 


bloody revolt against John L. 
Lewis, UMW president, which led 
to the birth of the Progressives 
in 1932, told the local that "Lewis 
is fighting-the government, which 
is bigger tlian all of us." 


The Progressives work under a 


separate contract with the Illi- 
nois Coal Producers association 
and produce about one-fifth of the 
state's annual 73,000,000-ton out- 
put. 


The union, with about 18,000 


members in niinois, has reopened 
negotiations for its own contract. 
It is asking a 30-hour \veek at 
the same wage now received for 
42 hours, but" Marchiando urged 
the members to return to the 
mines despite the UMW strike. 


Meanwhile industrial and civil 


leaders went ahead with plans to 
place the government-ordered 21- 
state dimout into effect and oth- 
erwise reduce the consumption of 
coal, effective at 5 p. m. (CST) 
today.

Circuit Judge Clement L. Smith 


of Carrolton, sitting Friday in the 
Scott county circuit court in Win- 
chester, issued the injunction. It 
specifically named members of 
local No. B-51 "and unknown 
members' 'of the- AFL Internation- 
al Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers. 


Tht injunction wu requested by 


the company in the latest develop- 
ment of a company-union dispute 
that began Sept. 26 with a walk- 
out of the 14 strikers in demands 
for a union shop. 


The injunction ordered the un- 


ion members to desist and refrain 
from interfering with or hindering 
any company employe from work- 
ing and to refrain from congre- 
gating in the vicinity of the com- 
pany's property or place of work, 
and from damaging company prop- 
erty or distribution system. 


The injunction order said it did 


not enjoin "peaceably recommend- 
ing: or advising persons to cease 
work for the company," nor use of 
streets or highways for that pur- 
pose.

The trial probably will run into 


next week while industrial paral- 
ysis tightens from the diminish- 
ing coal supply. 


Welly K. Hopkins, counsel for 


Lewis and the union, sought a de- 
lay to permit Joseph A. Padway, 
general counsel of the AFL, to 
join in the defense but Goldsbor- 
ough refused the request, com- 
menting that the "public interest" 
requires as speedy a settlement as 
possible in view of the mine walk- 
out already in its fifth day. 


Speaking in low tones, Golds- 


borough also expressed the hope 
that labor unions would not "do 
something that might influence 
congress" to pass legislation which 
might "set the labor movement 
back for years." 


"I don't know whether I wasi 


justified in making that state- 
ment," he commented afterwards. 
"It was extra-judicial."

New York, Nov. 25.—(AP)—A 


move in the United Nations as- 
sembly to censure Russia's use of 
her veto power m the security 
council appeared likely today aft- 
er Soviet Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov had flatly rejected all efforts 
by America. Britain, France and 
China to compromise the veto is- 
sue. 


Molotov's action, itself based on 


his right of veto, killed all hope 
of any modification of the secur- 
ity council voting system, but left 
delegates with the opportunity of 
action in the assembly, where ma- 
jority rule applies. 


Meanwhile there was speculation 


whether the apparently widening 
gulf between Russia and the west- 
ern powers might spread to in- 
clude' the issue of reports on troops 
in foreign lands, and disarma- 
ment. 


Molotov's attitude on the veto 


was made known in a Big-Five 
meeting Saturday night. 


Conflict Still Bad 


Because of the veto and other 


arguments, it now seems that the 
current series of United Nations 
and foreign ministers meetings 
may be ended here in two or three 
weeks amid as much diplomatic 
conflict as when they began. 


The foreign ministers council 


scheduled another of its debate- 
filled sessions today (3 p. m. CST) 
on the Italian peace treaty and the 
internationalization 
o f 
Trieste, 


which has monopolized its work 
for three weeks. Progress is slow 
and tedious because discussion of 
even minor points in the Trieste 
settlement is dominated by mu- 
tual fears and suspicions between 
Russia and the western powers. 


Secretary of State Byrnes evi- 


dently trying to prod the work 
along, told the foreign ministers 
Saturday night they ought to de- 
cide whether there were going 
to be any peace treaties. At pres- 
ent speed, he said, there would not 
be any before 1950.

Pork Products Hit New 


High for Market 


Quality 


The first time in about six 


years consumers can select the 
meat they wish for their Thanks- 
giving dinner without thought of 
ration cards or what the butcher 
is able to save for them. House- 
wives can be almost as "picky" 
as they wish in dealing on price 
and trimmings. 


The supply of some kinds oC 
meat is the biggest of record and 
the over-all tonnage is at a peak 
for peace time just before the 
holiday. Ham will be offered at 
prices and in quantity enough to 
give turkey a hard run for the 
holiday trade. 
It has been a 


scarce item on the butcher coun- 
teis for several years because oi 
the preference of the Biitish foi 
ham in the lend-lease and United 
Nations reliel and rehabilitation 
administration arrangements dur- 
ing and for a time after the war. 


Hani Supplies Big 


In the last six weeks ot free 


tiade. inspected packing plants 
produced a total of about 14 mil 
lion hams, compared with T mil- 
lion a year ago when it was nec- 
essary to hold some of them aside 
for the goveinment's relief pro- 
gram and military needs. Not all 
of these hams will be available 
for the holiday. Many were rush- 
ed to market last month as fresh 
meat to relieve the meat shortage. 
Some produced last week will not 
be ready for sale until next month. 


Veteran stock yard dealers said 


they have neier seen pork pro- 
ducts as high in quality as those 
being offered. The ideal fall feed- 
ing weather, the high feeding 
quality of the corn, the abund- 
ance of feed, and the wide price 
margin between corn and hogs 
has resulted in the excellent fin- 
ish on hogs. 


The prolific farm sow will play 


em important part in expanding 
the production of meat next year, 
stock yard interests said. 
The 


biggest part of this new tonnage 
will reach the butcher shops in the 
fall and winter of 1947-'48. 
The 


current ratio between grain and 
hog prices being harvested make 
a large pig crop next spring al- 
most a certainty. 


Mold Back Sons for Breeding 
This new crop will begin to fil. 


the pastures in a few months 
weighing about 2 pounds each at 
birth. Six months later they wil 
weigh about 200 pounds. ~Mam 
hog raisers in the stock yards 
said they are holding back "more 
than the usual number of the 
young sows for breeding to create 
a more profitable outlet for the 
new corn crop which is selling at 
slightly more than $1 a bushel 
at the farm. 
That is half the 


price the grain brought last sum- 
mer and less than half the return 
when fed to hogs at 
current 


prices. 


The corn-hog- ratio is the most 


favorable in the history of ho§ 
raising-. 
It required almost 20 


bushels of corn last week to equal 
the average price of 100 pounds 
of live hogs. 
The best previous 


ratio of record for November was 
1S.1 in 1938. 
Last year it was 


12.8 and at the start of the war 
in 1939 it was 12.5. 


The Chicago stock yards last 


week received 117,400 hogs, the 
largest total since the first week 
of last January.
